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Introduction 


The role which maps play in the lives of sighted 
people is difficult to determine; it is just as difficult 
to imagine how we would carry on without the use 
of maps. They not only make it possible for us to 
travel from one place to another without getting 
lost, but they enable us to engage in the most 
cherished of human activities: the pursuit of 
knowledge and understanding. 

Yet it has been only recently that any concen- 
trated energy has been devoted to providing maps 
of a tactile nature for those of us who are visually 
impaired. This meant that for the greater part of our 
history the visually handicapped individual was 
forced to live with the handicap of a short-circuited 
information system regarding spatial relationships. 
Unlike the sighted person, the blind or visually han- 
dicapped person was forced to understand spatial 
relationships through his or her cognitive abilities 
alone. 

However, in the past several years much energy 
has been devoted to the development of tactile 
maps. These maps, portraying everything from 
neighborhoods to countries to continents to 
demographic and economic data, allow for the 
broadening of knowledge and greater understanding 
of the world in which we live. One of the most im- 
portant results of the availability of maps for blind 
and visually impaired people is that it offers the op- 
portunity to achieve greater independence along 
with new knowledge. 

‘Until now, however, specific information regard- 
ing the availability and location of tactile maps has 
been randomly dispersed and difficult to obtain. For 
this reason the National Library Service for the 
Blind and Physically Handicapped of the Library of 
Congress in cooperation with the Section of 
Libraries for the Blind of the International Federa- 
tion of Library Associations and Institutions is 
publishing this international guide to the availability 
of tactile maps throughout the world. This publication 
is the first of its kind and the information contained 


herein was obtained through formal questionnaires 
sent to hundreds of agencies that produce and/or 
hold tactile maps. This information is the most 
complete and up-to-date information available at the 
time of this printing. Should additional or more 
specific information be desired, it can be obtained 
by contacting a particular agency or organization 
directly.
